Indiana schools could face $9.3 
million in cuts unless lawmakers pro- 
vide more money. 

The potential reductions would 
translate to about $315,000 for Indi- 
anapolis Public Schools and more 
than $100,000 for many suburban 
districts, according to a school fund- 
ing simulation circulating among leg- 
islative leaders and obtained by In- 
dyStar. 

At issue is higher-than-anticipat- 
ed public school enrollment. The 
state's annual student count in Sep- 
tember found about 6,000 more pub- 
lic school students than lawmakers 
had budgeted for when they passed 
the two-year state budget last year. 

As aresult, lawmakers will have to 
decide whether to appropriate addi- 
tional school funding when they con- 
vene in January for the 2018 legisla-

After months of confusion over the 
legal status of cannabidiol oil, Indiana 
Attorney General Curtis Hill deemed it 
illegal in almost every circumstance. 

In April, conflicting views among 
state agencies on CBD oil laws 
emerged after Gov. Eric 
Holcomb signed a bill 
creating a registry for 
epileptic patients who 
want to ease their sei- 
zures by using CBD oil, a 
cannabis extract. 

Hill on Tuesday said 
that is the only condi- 
tion under which using CBD oil is legal 
in the state. However, it is unclear how 
those patients would obtain the oil 
since it would be illegal to sell it in the 
state, under Hill's interpretation. 

"Simply put, cannabidiol is a sched- 
ule 1 controlled substance because 
marijuana is a schedule 1 controlled
